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EW and rapidly growing communities, like new 
industrial developments, tend to distort the econo- 
mics of the building problem by placing undue 
stress on first cost. Especially is this true in 
countries where development is extremely rapid as 
has been the case in this country. 

C Fortunately, the American builder is now giving more 
consideration to maintenance charges and depreciation in 
his choice of building materials and equipment, and consequently we are 
getting away from cheap temporary construction, and are using permanent 
construction wherever the service justifies the expense. 

CI. In the matter of quality, the Marine builder has led the way. He has 
always been called upon to place permanency and reliability ahead of all other 
considerations. It is well-known that Marine specifications for all kinds of 
machinery, apparatus and equipment are more severe than those in any other 
class of service. In this choice of equipment, Marine constructors are guided 
by the organizations from which they obtain their insurance and government 
licenses, in that they must comply with the specifications laid down by these 
organizations. We all know that if any article meets the requirements of the 
duly authorized Marine Inspectors, it is good, and probably much better than 
it would be if designed for the same service on land. 

<L For twenty years we have been making wiring fittings and special electrical 
fixtures for Marine service. Therefore, our organization is thoroughly trained in 
producing wiring fittings of a quality that complies with Marine practice. With 
the improvement in the character of building construction on land, there arose 
a demand for certain fittings of a higher quality than the average equipment. 
To meet this demand, we have designed and built a number of special fittings. 

CL Our wiring fittings have usually been designed in response to requests from 
builders for fixtures having definite characteristics that cannot be obtained 
with standard fittings, or at least not in the required quality of construction. 

C. Years of building special fixtures for the leading Construction Engineers 
and Architects of the country have led to the adoption of certain of these 
special designs for quantity production. We have thought to extend the use 
of a number of fittings which we consider especially suited to service in business 
buildings, such as offices, banks, libraries and other buildings of high-grade 
construction, by issuing the present publication which illustrates various 
of these fixtures in actual service. 
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The Russell & St oil system finds particular favor where expensive rugs are used, as it requires but a very small hole.
